RETURN AFTER MANY YEARS 


Tlleflsh Again Caught In Vast Num- 


bers, though They Were Believed. ' 


to Have Been Wiped Out 
:•£ 


TUcflsh are a fish with a short but- 


remarkable history, writes a c .re- 
spondent. 
Their discovery was dra- 


matic. In May. 1810, Captain Klrby 
of tho schooner Ilutchlngs, out of 
Gloucester, Mass., was trawling for- 
ced oft the Nantucket banks. No cod 
was found, but a largo fish, unknown 
to science, was present In great num- , 
hers. In a very short time 5,000 pounds 
of the new species were caught. The 
fish proved to be of high food value- 
nnd good keeping qualities. There was- 
a big p'opular demand for them, and' 
huge quantities were caught for three- 
years. Then the supply failed as sud- 
denly an It had appeared. 
In the 


spring of 18S2 the.boats failed to- 
catch, a single tlleflsh; 
A few days 


later Incoming boats reported having' 
passed through miles of dead or dying 
tllefish. They covered nn area of B.OOO' 
Bquare ml'lcs, and were estimated to; 
number 1,000,000,000. 
: 


From 1882 to 1015 no trace of tire- 


fish was found In any waters of the 
world, adds out correspondent. Sclen- 
.tlflc men were convinced that the fish 
had b«en suddenly aud mysteriously 
cxfermlnaled. Then, early In 1918, n 
government boat/ln almost the identi- 
cal spot off the Nantucket bnnks as 
that In which llleflsh were first taken,' 
again caught some of the some species. 
Apiln there proved to he vast num- 
bers of them, and new grounds were 
also discovered along the New Jersey 
coast. Since then the tilefish has been 
miiL'ht without Interruption,'Hjut the 
riddle nf Its slrange disappearance for 
33 years has not yet been solved.— 
Manchester nuardlnn.
